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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims l , 2, 4, 7-1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kaiser et al. 

Kaiser et al disclose an insulating (Crosshatch) translucent cover (90)(col. 6, line 
20) inherently transmitting heat generated by a transformer (22) because of its 
transparent property of the cover, (re claim 1,2, 13, 16, 17). 

Re claim 4, see Fig 1. 

Re claims 7-10, see col. 5, lines 15-20. 

Re claim 1 1 , a fuse (col. 5, line 21 ). 

Re claim 12, see Fig 1. 

Re claims 14, 15, rigid shells (14, 12) 

Claims 1-10, 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Noone et al. 

Noone et al disclose a translucent or transparent cover (41 ) made of insulating 
material (col. 5, lines 15-20) and inherently dissipating heat generated by a transformer 
because of its transparent property of the cover, (re claims 1,2, 13, 16, 17). 
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Re claim 3, wherein, a bobbin, a core and transformer winding are inherent in the 
transformer. 

Re claim 4, see Fig 5. 

Re claims 5, 6, 14, 15, 18, 19, 20 outer shell comprising first and second halves 
(32, 41), filling material (38). 

Re claim 7, outward extending protrusion (12). 
Re claim 8, pins (5). 

Re claims 9, 10, the transformer forms a part of power supply circuitry (col. 6, 
lines 40-46), first and second output of the transformer is accessible through the power 
pins (4, 5).
